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A STIRRING CALL TO CLOSE ATTENTION OP 

PARENTAL DUTIES 

BY MRS. GENERAL BOOTH 

IT has been well said that "the best way to become good is to be born 
good," and it will be a work of the very highest worth to the masses of 
the people of our race if we can set before them what it means to be a 
true mother, and if we can influence them, instruct their minds, and shape 

their feelings, till public opinion shall be in favor of a pure, a sheltered, 
an instructed, and a free mother. 

May 1 suggest one or two principles which I venture to thfnk must under- 
lie that conception: 
First, the necessity of exalting the idea of marriage. 

That is, taking it on altogether a new plane, and raising it from the sordid 
contract of social convenience, or financial advantage, from the hasty union 
of passion, and from the ill-considered alliance of the ignorant lad with the 
undeveloped girl. 

We can have no hope for the motherhood for which we plead, apart 
from marriage based on the pure, respectful love of one man for one woman. 
Such a marriage will, under the sanction of God's Providence, prove a true 
union. It may not be a sacrament, but it will be— whether recognized or not 
— a sacred thing. 
Then, let us declare that such a wife must be free. 

That is, free in the disposal of her own person, free as regards her own 
thoughts and convictions, free in the very highest sense of the word. 

When this standard of life is recognized, we shall find we have travelled 
far towards a motherhood whieh realizes the greatness of its vocation, which 
honors and accepts its part in the continuing and ennobling of our race, and 
which welcomes to its arms, without a shadow of reserve, every new life 
entrusted to it. 

Thirdly, the great law of nature, that the true Mother will herself nourish her 
child. 

That any Mother should shirk this duty, when circumstances permit her to 
discharge il, is a shame to heT, and that any Mother should be prevented by 
poverty or want, is a shame to us as a nation, If we fail in our children, what 
is to become of our race? "Not all the merchandise of the seas" — as Mr. 
Rider Haggard has been saying — "nor all the wealth of the earth, can supply 
their place." 
Then, lastly, the true mother is her child's best Teacher. 

The child will learn the most from whomever first loves it, and upon 
the mother rests, we must insist, the responsibility of that training of the heart, 
beside which, asSir Walter Scott truly says, "all other training is moonshine." 

The Spaniards have a proverb — "An ounce of mother is worth a ton of 
priest." O-r mothers of to-day need to beware of delegating to others those 
duties and responsibilities which they themselves are best fitted to carry, even 
though these "others" be Professors — no matter how able or how experienced, 
whether in religion, in medicine, or in science. 

The mother for whom we plead will be one who devotes her powers to 
the care of her children; and whose example of unselfishness will prove her 
children's chief incentive to a noble life. In the development of their nobility 
of character and physique, in their devotion to duty, in their patriotism, in 
their love of honor and truth, she will find, fust by anticipation, and then by 
happy experience, the great joy of her life. Without this all worldly display, 
all sensual gratification, all selfishness, will be less than nothing. Let us show 
that a mother's instructed, unselfish !ov~ returns with a thousandfold of bless- 
ing to her own heart. 

You will not be surprised that, as an Officer of The Salvation Army, I 
should add that a moth pr— to realize the supreme ideal of motherhood — will 
be one who, having received her children in the spirit of out Saviour's words — 
"Whoso shall receive one such little child in My name receiveth Me" 
{Matthew 18:5), and having trained them in ' that unselfishness and self- 
restraint which she has learned from Him, will guide their feet to His Throne 
in humble prayer and dedication. Also, that this mother will let her children 
hear first from heT own lips the secret things of life, and will thus send them 
forth forewarned and forearmed to meet the evils of the world around, and 
to embrace lives of purity and devotion in the service of their God.

This occurred on his third visit to 
the old Vorkville Barracks. 

Then came some testing times which 
would rival those of .

Xo thing daunt- 
ed, he stepped into the Open-air ring 
to give his testimony and to speak of 
sin and its consequences when — an 
egg of ancient origin, thrown with 
unerring accuracy by a woman, struck 
him srjuarcly in the mouth; and. to 
add insult to injury, the crowd jeer- 
iugly snouted, "flow do you like that 
Sally?"

Animated Scenes at Adelaide-Civic Reception By Lord Mayor - W 
Excellency the Governor-General Presides at Lecture 

THRILLING MISSIONARY MEETING WHEN HUNDREDS WERE TURNED AWAY- CROWDS YIEID 

TO THE CLAIMS OF GOD

rpHE General's campaign in Australia is prov- 
F ine how iv.lo.ibU.ble is his fighting spirit, how 
i gi-iCio»i.iy uimfLcd is "in «»"'- For. wnctner 
ill public or in private gatherings, whether gmdinK 
Hie attack in n "JSottlc for Souls" nr counselling 
Officers, he adapts himself to the changing circum- 
stances with readiness, displaying a resourceful- 
ness which Is the joy of every beholder. 

Happily at his ease alike in Young Pcoplo's 
Councils as in Staff and Field Officers' gatherings, 
The Army's Loader is just as powerful in Holiness 
and Salvation Meetings as in lecturing on Army 
triumphs of early days, or in presenting the claims 
of the darkened millions in a Missionary Meeting^ 
And now a new test, finds the General versatile as 
ever. The problem of finding room for a few more 
people, when thousand? are unahle to Rain admis- 
sion to even the largest buildings, has necessi- 
tated the keeping out of the Meetings of children 
of touder years. 

"Admission by Children" 

This also has led lo preventing parents finding 
entrance, where they would not leave their little 
ones in the care of Officers appointed for the pur- 
pose, with the result that much disappointment is 
caused lo persons who bave come, in some eases, 
hundreds of miles lo see and hear the General. 
Thai they have brought about this condition of 
things by overlooking the announcements made 
on the subject did not outweigh our Leader's de- 
sire to compensate them in some way. so he ar- 
ranged to conduct a Meeting with Mothers— "Ad- 
mission by Children." 

Frankly, it was a risky experiment, but it was 
splendidly' successful.

At Perth, in "Western Australia, at Adelaide, in 
South Australia, and. at (he time of writing, in 
Melbourne, Victoria, our Officer and Soldier Com- 
rades have had presented to them, in the General's 
own person, ob.icel-leasons of how the fighting Sal- 
vationist wages untiring war upon the Torces of 
evil. That they have been inspired has been made 
mosl obvious in the decisions to which they have 
come, and in the offerings which (hey have made. 
Certainly Australia will benefit, but so also will 
l he Missionary Field. 

Source of Amazement 

That the General is husy goes without saying, 
but that he can maintain, with such strenuous 
activity, unrcstingly. the burdens of an Internation- 
al Organisation, and hi addition find time and 
strength to multiply the already numerous items 
contained in the Congress program, is the amaze- 
ment of all who are permitted to witness the work.

day. 

Attractive Campaign Title 

"A great Battle for Souls" was the advertised 
title of Sunday's campaign in the Auditorium. 
Would that Ihc walls were clastic, for the crowds 
wbirh thronged about the entrances to the sivui 
building were such that the space available was 
fully occupied long before each Meeting was timed 
to commence.

The attendances at those public gatherings 
show a very satisfactory increase compared with 
the corresponding months of the previous year.

Marriage Choices 

By THE ARMY FOUNDER 

ONE of the most disturbing symptoms of present-day society is 
the large number of marriage failures, as revealed in th; 
divorce courts, coroners' courts and elsewhere. A principal cause 
for this is the wrong choice of partners. 

In this connection it is worth while considering what The Found- 
er of The Salvation Army has to say upo" a sub- 
/£7?\ i ect so v i tE >l l ° the success and happiness of all. 
Marriage (he says) is a world-without-end 
bargain. I therefore advise all whom it may 
concern that they should, by prayer and reflec- 
tion, settle upon a definite idea of the sort of 
person likely to prove suitable for a life com- 
panion. And seeing it must be a gieat agony to 
wake up after the matrimonial 
knot has been tied, to find that 
a mistake has been made, let 
them not only frame a stand- 
ard, but use every lawful means 
within their power to reach it. 
Before all else I must name Religion— that 
is, personal religion as interpreted by The 
Army: — 

(1) A definite and present-time sense of the 
favor of God through J«sus Christ. 

(2) A godly life, resulting from the regenera- 
tion of the heart by the Holy Ghost. 

(3) A heart controlled by the love of God, 
and moved to the higher interests of man- 
kind. 

That must head your standard. For a Sal- 
vationist to enter into the marriage relation- 
ship with anyone whose character and ex- 
perience do not answer to this description is 
little short of religious madness. 

The second qualification is that of Salva- 
tionism. That must involve: — 
(1) Soldierhood. The name must not only be 

on the Roll, but the heart must be loyal 

to the old Flag. There can be no real 
peace in heart, home, or family with any divi- 
sion here. 

(2) Total abstinence from any form of intoxicating liquor. There 
must be no difference either in spirit or practice on this subject. 
Absolutely none. 

(3) No tobaccco. A Salvationist's wife could not help pitying, if she 
did not despise, a husband who was addicted to the use of to- 
bacco, and 1 need only say a word as to how a husband would re- 
gard a wife who indulged in Et! 

(4) Consecration. "Ye are not your own." You say so, and I hope 
your feelings harmonise with your profession. And the one you 
are taking to your heart must share those feelings. 
The third qualification is thru of health. I am not quite clear as 

to the laying down of a fixed rule on this question still, if good health 
is not essential, it is very desirable. 

Then there should be affinity. That is, there should be some 
agreement, both in head and heart, between the parties concerning 
each othei and concerning the things of everyday life. 

And I must name one oth«vr quality which must be possessed by 
both parties, and without which there should, on no account, be any 
marriage at all-— that is, love. If there is no love, in the name of all 
that is sacred and righteous, in earth and in Heaven, "I forbid the 
banns!"
